It lias been said that man will 
reach the most comfortable plane of civ­ 
ilization when he can live long and die 
happy. It is sometimes desirable, how­ 
ever, to cu rtail one man s existence inoi 
der to extend to others the blessings of 
longevity. As the victim is denied along 
life, he ou ght in all fairness to be allowed 
some compensation in the shape of a 
happy death.- This is what Senator Mc­ 
Millan of the New York legislatu re is try­ 
ing to do for him. 
It cannot be said that 
hanging is a particu larly felicitou s inode 
of dying. The bangec is obliged to take 
too mu ch of the sheriff s slack. 
He is 
placed in the position of a dependent and 
he can not help himself. 
There is a beam 
above him bu t it is not a bright one, and 
the last embrac%u bou t his neck u nhinges 
his vertebral or produ ces asphyxiation. 
In short to die at the end of a rope is a 
most u ncomfortable way of making one’s 
qu ietu s, and realizing that fact the New 
York legislator aforesaid lias resolved to 
introdu ce a method calcu lated to tickle a 
condemned man to death, figu ratively 
and in fact. 
In accordance with the 
spirit of the age Mr. McMillan proposes 
to employ electricity in this, his hu mane 
design. The idea is to ru n an ordinary 
wire from the electric light establishment 
to the jail where the su bject is seated in 
an ordinary chair with his head resting 
against its back.

stopped, and tho men immediately boarded 
the engine and seizing Bert (. ulver, tho fi'©* 
man, "h o had come in from Springfield, 
Mo., since tho strike ami taken a job. began

Engineer O Neill drew 
a revolv. r, when tho men jumped from the 
engine. 
Culver was partially pulled off by 
somo one, but clung to the steps, and whilst 
in this position drew a revolver and fired 
throe shots at tho man who still clung to tho 
other arm.
